Tales of heroic rescues by Capt. 
Irving Steele of the Lewes coast 
guard, as the burning liner drifte) 
inside Delaware breakwater, were 
related this morning by David W. 
Burbagy, agent of the Clyde Line. 
Capt. Nteele formerly was a city 
fireman in St. Louis. 

Capt. Steele, in the Lewes coast 
guard patrol boat No. 1, was the 
first to reach the side of the Le- 
nape after a vagrant breeze hai 
fanned the flames which appar- 
ently had been conquered. 

The Lenape had reached the 
breakwater smoking, but appar- 
ently a winner in her 30-mile race 
against the fire. 

As she hove to, she swung par- 
allel with the wind, which swept a 
scorching draft from end to end, 
and the decks leaped into flame. 

The Lenape’s lifeboats were 
dropped over the sides as rapidly 
as the davits could be operated. 
Capt. Steele gathered six ih tow 
and rushed them to the pllot boat 
Philadelphia. 

Meanwhile passengers who had 
had been unable to reach the boats 
were dangling from the ends of 
ropes over the sides as close to the 
water as poasible to escape the 
heat. ; 

Capt. Steele drove his craft un- 
der the blazing sides of the liner 
and picked many of the struggling 
passengers from midair, Those who 
had dropped into the water were 
lifted over the dides of the patro! 
boat. 

When all had been rescued he 
took in tow all the remaining life- 
boats in the water and placed his 
charges aboard the Philadelphis.

France equipment, the purchase of 
Which was favored and subee- 
qQuentiv ordered by the Mayor, is 
horne out in a report submitted to- 
day to Nolte and Director of Pub- 
lie Safety Brod by the Bureau of 
Municipal IResearc!

were obtained from the records of 
the Fire Department from April i 

1924, to Oct. 30, 1925, and costs 
ef operation in Chicago are 4:so 

included in the report 

Comparison of Operating Costs. 

The average cost per hovr of 

operating the 16 American La 
France pumpers of the Fire De- 
partment for the period covered in 
the bureau's investigation Was 
$1.89. the report states. The tota. 
hours of fire service of these 
pumpers during the investigation 
was 2442 and the totai cost c 
operation was $3872.72. The aver- 
age cost of operation 
the machines. which were 
chased in 1921 and 1822 was 
$242.05 and the average service of 
each was 133 hours. 

Two Ahrens-Fox pumpers, pur- 
chased in 1823 and 1924, were 
operated 494 hours at an average 
cost of $1.31 per hour during the 
same period of investigation. The | 
average cost per hour of operating 
two Seagrave pumpers of the de- 
partment was $6.43. the report 
states. The Seagrave pumpers were 
purchase3 in 1823 and were in 
operation 332 hours during the pe-. 
riod covered by the investigation. | 

Research Covers 15 Cities. 

The report sets forth that there’ 
are 181 American La France 
Pumpers in operation in 15 cities 
im the country having a population 
of 300.000 or more, as compared to! 
164 Ahrens-Fox pumpers and 173 
Seagrave machines. 

In arguing for the purchase of 
American La France equipment, 
Mayor Miller said that firm was 
by far the largest manufacturer | 
of pumping equipment and, there- | 
fore. was able to provide better! 
service. 

Comptroller Nolte, Director 
Brod, Fire Chief Alt and Mast+r 
Mechanic Meier of the Fire De- 
partment favored the purchase of 
Ahrens-Fox equipment when con-. 
tracts for five pumpers were l!et |! 
recently. Ahrens-Fox pumpers 
cost about $2000 more apiece than 
other pumpers, but these officials 
Geciared they would be more eco- 
nomica! of operation tn the long 
run.

| Final determination of the valua- 
tion of property of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. of St. Louis for rate-mak- 
ing purposes was brought nearer 
ty the report today of Public Serv- 
ice Commission engineers ziving an 
investment cost of the property al- 
most exactly corresponding to that 


fixed by commission accountants 
from the company’s books. 

This appraisal is apout $11,000,- 
000 less than the valuation claimed 
by the company. It must be recon- 
ciled with other factors, including 
reproduction cost, and then the 
final figure will be fixed by the 
commission. On that figure a fair 
return to the owners will be per- 
mitted, and on its size depends the 
rates St. Louisans must pay for 
their gas. 

The engineers found from ap- 
praisal of the physical property 
that it was worth $230,871.873. while 
the accountants had reportéd more 
than a year ago that the books 
showed the cost was $30,733.736. 
The company claimed a book value 
of $41,067,473. All these figures 
are as of Dec. 31, 1923, but the 
engineers are obtaining supple- 
mental data to bring the figures 
|up to Sept. 30, last. 

Allowance for Depreciation. 

1 Adding an allowance for work- 
ing capital and certain lesser 
'items, the engineers reported an in- 
vestment cost of $33,614,376. 
| However, prices have risen since 
‘much of the property was pur- 
Chased, and the engineers fixed a 
‘reproduction cost of $53,648,128. 
| Again, reproduction cost less the 
necessary allowance for deprecia- 
tion was set by’ the engineers at 
$48,742,205.

The logical end vf unchecked 
Federal supervision would be an 
empire, not a union of states, and a 
citizenry, not of free people, but of 
marionettes and mannikins, George 
Ss. Johns, editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch edjtorial page, said yesterday 
in @n address to a study group of 
the League of Women Voters. In 
substance, he said: 


“There is nothing In the Consti- 
tution to authorize Federal exer- 
cise of powers beyond specific 
functions relating to the common 
interest of the whole people. Fur- 
ther expansion would mean an in- 
vasion of the rights of the states 
and a final destruction of that local 
self-government which is essential 
to liberty and the development of 
citizenship. 

The result would be a Federal 
empire, wherein all activities of the 
people would be controlled by a 
distant centmal governmert. It 
would be destruction of our whole 
scheme of government. which has 
developed a strong free pecple. 

Efficiency Limited by Size. 

Size is a limitation io efficiency. 
Organizations of unlimite] expan-

tney break down because of their 
own bulkiness. 

Federal supervisior of popular 
activity requires hugs- bureaus, 
composed of office holders in no 
wise superior to the ordinary run 
cf rren and women, in many cases 
inferior—mere spoilamen.

notes signed by M. Briand, French 
Foreign Minister, in behalf of the 
conference, dated Nov. 14 and 16. 
The former states that the conclu- 
sion of the Locarno argreements 
testifies to the desire animating 
the Governments who were parties 
to the agreements to introduce 
into their relations a spirit of good 
will and confidence. 
Confident of Reciprocation. 

Confident that the German Gov- 
ernment will reciprocate’ these 
sentiments, the note announees the 
decision to “introduce into the oc- 
cupation all evacuations compati- 
ble with the treaty of Versailles.”’ 

The note, recalling the conces- 
sions already announced. _inti- 
mates that the Rhineland commis- 
sion is prepared to grant large 
measures of amnesty on satisfac- 
tory assurances being given by 
Germany with regard to the posi- 
tion of individuals having relations 
with the occupying armies. 

.The Rhineland commission. fur- 
thermore, has a far-reaching plan 
of reforms uhder consideration. 
having a twofold purpose—first. a 
considerable reduction of the num- 
ber of occupying troops, and, sec- 
ond, the taking of all measures 
within the framework of the 
Rhineland agreement to facilitate 
the free exercise of German ad- 
ministration in the occupied terri- 
tories, 


Advantages Pointed Out. 
The note indicates the advan- 
tages of the foregoing to the Ger- 
man population and its relations 
with the occupying forces—that 
the reduction in troops to figures 
approaching normal will enable 
the return of lands and public 
buildings heretofore used for bil- 
leting troops and the suppression 
of the system of delegates en- 
trusted with Liaison duties between

The note of Nov. 16, which is 
briefer, anneunces that the Am- 
bassadors’ conference observes 
with satisfaction that previous 
conversations enabled a complete 
agreement to be reached on points 
still in dispute, and says that in 
these circumstances, without wait- 
ing for the undertakings already 
given to be entirely completed, the 
allied governments have decided te 
proceed with the evacuation of the 
Cologne zone. 

The. evacuation will begin Dee, 
1, and, if on account of technical 
difficulties, it is not completed by 
Jan. 31, only smal! units are to fre- 
main which will also be withdrawn 
by Feb. 20 at the latest. The meas- 
ures needful for the evacuation will 
be carried out with the greatest 
possible speed. ; 


Confidence in Germans. 

“In thus making the beginning 
of the evacuation coincide with the 
signature of the Locarno agrens- 
ments,’’ says the note, “the confer- 
ence expresses the confidence of 
the governments represented that 
the signature will inaugurate a 
new era in their relations with 
Germany. 

“It confidently hopes that the 
German-Government will do al! in

tee is that of appropriations, with 35 members. Its |

The memberships of the other 
committees vary numerically. Yet any committee, if 
so disposed, can refuse to report a bill, in defiance 
of the sentiment of the House and in defiance of 
public sentiment. And, as everybody knows, many 
a bill which the public would have liked to see en- 
acted into law or at least brought out and debated, 
has been “killed in committee.” Indeed, that is one 
of the favorite devices of legislative machines for 
murdering worthy bills. 

It is patent, surely, that a bill should be reported 
when 150 members of the house—more than one 
third of the entire body—sign a petition asking that 
that bill be reported.
